THE CHRISTIAN IN TODAY'S WORLD 
TeAtsernil., 1:20-26 


Many phrases have been used todescrive the Christian Church in the 
20 Century. There are those who speak of the decline of Christianity; 
there are others who even go so far as to call this a "post-Christian" 
era. Are these valid designations? 

The problem for the Christian intoday's world is not that he faces 
overt persecution or a direct threat to his faiths his problem is that 
he has too long either accommodated his beliefs inthe face of opposition, 
or has abandoned them altogether. 

t is very difficult to be a Christian in today's world. It is 
difficult because the obstacles to faith are so subtle, and in being 
subtle, are doubly dangerous, 

Now inthe face of these facts, I would like tosuggest three alter- 
natives that are open to the Christian in today's world. 

One of the greatest dangers facing the Church and individual Christian 
today is the temptation to adopt the sense of values which prevails about 
us. ThisI feelisone ofthe great dangers of this periodinour history, 
to so accommodate ourselves that we are not transforming society but we 
are overcome by it. This is not a Christian philosophy of life. For 
much of modern Christianity the element of sacrifice and committment 
has disappeared. 

A second alternative which often presents itself to the Christian 
is the opposite extreme, namely the temptation to somehow isolate one- 
self from the world in which one is living. This has always been a 
temptation for certain sections of the Church, the failure to obey the 
Lord's command to go forth and bear witness in this world, to the faith 
which we confess. There are also those who withdraw in a more subtle 
way - refusing to have anything to do with certain groups of people; 
retreating into a closed fellowship in which we talk about separation 
from the worlds failure to engage the world in conversations; so fearful 
of the possibility of the failure of witness that nowitness is made at 
all, but hide our light under the bushel of a safe and comtortable 
separation, 

Let us now give some attention to the third alternative, that of 
bearing witness to our faith in this world, the alternative which Paul 
so effectively illustrates by his life and words, 

There is no doubt at all about Paul's philosophy of life; his 
absolute conviction was that everything must revolve about the person 
Jesus Christ if life were to have anyreal significance. There was joy 
and victory inPaul's life -why? Because he had given himself sowholly 
to his Lord. He lived right in the midst of his pagan worlds, but he 
did not accept its values; he refused to conform to the patterns of 
thought which prevailed in his days; he refused to sink to the level of 
popular morality. Everything he did he did asunto Christ, and this is 
really the only thing that distinguishes Paul from most of us 3 he was 
totally committed. Here is the basic clue to how the Christian shall 
live in today's world, Paul gives it to us - total committment to the 
person of Jesus Christ. God needs and still calls for this kind of 
committment. 

Our Lord never promised His followers an easy life - never com- 
fortable homes and a high standard of living. He never said, "Come 
followme and I will lav the world at your doorstep." But He has promised 
strength for each days; forgiveness forevery sin; asense of purpose for 
all of life; the grace to face every circumstance in life with victory. 

Paul prays that tne "greatness of Christ" might shine forth through 
him, by his life or by his death. And here is what must sustain and 
guide and direct the Christian in today's world - the fact that it is 
for God's glory that we are created: it is His purposes we are called 
to serve, not our own, and any philosophy of life which fails to take 
these things into account is not yet a true philosophy of life at all.
